Deadlock in Talks 


-WARSAW’S CONDITIONS

Negotiations which have been 
going on for some time between the 
Communist leaders of Polish Jewry 
and the World Jewish Congress 


have apparently reached deadlock. 


This much can be gathered from 
the. resolution adopted by the 
Central Council of the Cultural 
and Social Association of Polish 


Jews, a copy of which is under- 


stood to have been sent to the 


Executive of the W.J.C., which met 


in Paris last week-end. 
The resolution was: adopted -at a 
plenary session held in Warsaw on 


November 9 and 10. Addressing the. 


session, Mr. Hersh Smolar, the Chair- 
man.of the Association, declared that 
while willing to co-operate with Jews 
in other countries, the Association 
must stipulate. certain conditions 


before this co-operation could take - 


place. ‘Accordingly, the following 
eight- point resolution was adopted: 

Basing ourselves in principle. on the 
attitude of co-operation with the W.J.C., 
the plenum approves. the negotiations 
hitherto conducted by the Presidium with 
the representatives of the W.J.C., and 
authorises the Presidium of the Central 
Council to renew the co-operation with 
the WJ.C. with the view to a possibic 
accession on the basis of the following | 
assumptions, which had been formulated 
by the representatives of the Presidium 
in. the course of negotiations with the 
representatives of the W.J.C, held ine 
Warsaw last May. 

“1. Both sides will eliminate in their 
co-operation all ideological and. political 
aspects which divide them and unite on 
the basis of principles which provide a 


possibility. for co-operation. All decisions 


dealing with furidamental problems will 
be passed with the unanimous approval 
of all ideological and political forces 
represenied in the Congress, excluding

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IN’ DEFENCE OF SHECHITA

grounds was made by Jewish M.P.s in 
the House of Commons last week.

knowledge to bear to. show that 
animals slaughtered by the Jewish 


method did not suffer unduly.

British settlers there were lonely and 
had expressed the hope that more 
people would join them from Britain. 
Progress’ had. also been made in 
settling Western. hitherto 


Settling Beduin 


In. the Negev efforts were being 

made to settle Beduin on the land by 
providing them with water and 
mechanical equipment. This was a 
matter of social and economic impor- 
tance. In a country like Israel there 
was little opportunity for the nomad, 


and the Beduin. had shown that he 


could be an important producer of 


livestock. 


The Army’s morale remained high. — 
And while there was no lack of — 


appreciation of the situation in Syria 
there was no abnormality in the mood 


or daily behaviour of the people of 
Israel, 

Israel's economic difficulties - 
remained great, primarily because. of 


the need to continue to consolidate. 


the State’s economy. It was: vital, 
said. Mr. Elath, that. the process of 
consolidation should not be hampered 
by lack of means. It was, therefore, 
essential that the Jewish communities, 


including Anglo-Jewry, should con: 


tinue to. provide the means to enable

THE CHARACTER OF 
WEIZMANN 


Sir Isaiah Berlin’s 
Analysis 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A deeply searching analysis of the 
character and attributes of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann was presented on Tuesday 
evening at the second of the Herbert 
Samuel Lectures arranged by the 
Friends of the Hebrew University of. 
Jerusalem. The lecture was delivered. 
by Professor Sir Isaiah Berlin in the 
William Beveridge Hall, University 
of London, and the Chairman was the 
lectures, Viscount 
Samuel. 

Weizmann was a man of mono- 
lithic solidity of character and 
absolutely fearless, said the lecturer. 
Early in life he had accepted the con- 
clusion that the ills of the Jews 
came from the abnormality of their 
social situation, and that unless a 
social and political normalisation of 
their condition were effected the vast 
majority of Jews must remain morally 
To Dr. Weiz- 
mann there was no remedy but 
mass emancipation, 

Others had reached this conclusion 
before him. Herzl had translated it 
into Western terms 
coherent and eloquent ‘political shape, 
However, Weizmann’s political, like 


his scientific, genius lay in applied 


and not. in pure theory. Like his 


Weizmann assumed without ques- 


tion that if Jews were to be emanci- 
‘pated they must live in freedom in 


their own land, and that there alone 
they would no longer be -compelled 


to extort elementary human rights by 


that repellent mixture of constant cun- 
ning, obsequiousness, and occasional 
arrogance which was forced upon 


them. 


All his life Dr. 
tively recoiled from outer or extreme 


tendencies within his own movement. 


He was one who stood near the centre 
of the consciousness of his people: 
His ideas and his. feelings were 
naturally attuned to. the — often 
unspoken but always central hopes, 
fears, and modes of feeling of the 


‘vast majority of. the Jewish masses 


with which he felt himself; all ‘his 
life, in deep and complete , natural 
sympathy. 


He practised no false humility. He 
often behaved in a detached, ironical, 
contemptuous fashion and showed 
himself a proud, imperious, impatient, 
utterly independent commander of his 
troops, without the least - inclination 
to demagogy, or

the masses instinctively felt that he 
understood them—that he knew what 
was:in their hearts.and that he wanted 
this himself.

the impact of Zionism and the realisa- 
tion that it was only by a process of 
self-analysis and self-understanding 
that Jews could cope with the situa- 
tion in which they found themselves 
as participants in modern Jewish 
history: 

It was hard to see, Dr. Altmann 
contended, how Jewish scholars of 


today could avoid thinking in terms 


of a modern historical approach to 


Jewish studies and at the 
refrain. from  employin critical 
methods. The Jew who delved into 
the recesses of the Jewish past need 
not emerge bewildered and confused, 
but should be able to form a more 
or less unified vision of Jewish reality.

New Type of Scholar 


The scope of Jewish study which 
had been brought about as a result 
of this new approach, the lecturer 


went on, had created a type of scholar 
vastly different from the old type of 


talmid chacham. Until comparatively 
recently Jewish studies were largely 


the prerogative. of rabbis, Rabbinical 


Seminaries in Europe and America 
had provided the main centres of 
Jewish historical research, and no 
rabbi would have renounced the privi- 


jege or the duty of engaging in 
research. ..But. more _recently..Jewish 


studies: had become the domain of 
experts. It had become a rather 
specialised affair requiring much skill 
and depending largely on the availa- 
bility of well-stocked libraries. 

Dr. Altmann said he had certain 
misgivings that a great deal of. the 
time of the rabbinate was “~ mis- 
spent” due: to -the increased tempo 
and vitality of Jewish communal life, 
so that the rabbis no longer had the 
expert knowledge and the leisure to 
devote themselves to Jewish studies on

Patriotism Among the 
Youth 


The existence of “angry young 
men.” in Israel was mentioned by Mr. 
Aharon Megged, a young Isracli 
author, at a gathering arranged jointly 
by the Jewish Agency Education 
Department and the British branch of 
the Brith Ivrith Olamith in London 
recently. The young Israeli writer 
might be critical of a great many 
things which were current in the State 
of Israel, its organisation, Government, 
educational, and economic 
life, but the Israeli writer as well as 
his public were at one in the belief 
that the experiment of building a 
people and a State was an aim well 
worth while to live and even die for.

the conviction of profound patriotism: 


which animated Israeli youth—the

Rabbi Ovadia Barati, a Yemeni, 
who promised to scil the crown and 
throne of King Solomon to a wealthy 
business man, was on Monday 
imprisoned for obtaining money on 
false pretences with the help of witch- 
craft. Rabbi Barati, aged 41, bearded, 
with long . black sidecurls, was 
sentenced to 18 months’ imprisonment 
in the Tel Aviv District Court after his 


conviction on five charges of obtaining — 


money in this way. 


According to the judgment, Rabbi 
Barati obtained about [£10,000 from 
another Yemeni, Meoded Barzilai, 
who was described as a “ credulous 
simpleton.” Rabbi. Barati claimed 
the money was needed as a “ test of 
belief " by the Archangels Gabriel, 
Raphael, and Michael, and by God 
Himself, with whom he claimed to be 
in communication.

-yssue, he asserts: that the British 


Government, as contrasted with 
certain other Governments, has done 
very little to prevent the effect of 
this boycott from making itself felt. 
_ This. boycott is none the less a 
menace, although its operation 
seems to be much ignored or even 
not known by the general public. 
This matter too, 
provides scope for the Jewish 
Defence Committee.

CAN ISRAEL BE NEUTRAL ? 

THe discussion, which still seems 
to be generating some heat in Israel, 
as to whether the country can adopt 
a neutralist policy is more academic 
than practical. Mr. Ben-Gurion 
dealt forcefully and realistically 


with the problem during the con- 


cluding stages of the Knesset 
debate on foreign affairs on 
Monday. Israel was not prepared 


to surrender her ties with the West 
in exchange for a neutralism which 
would leave her more exposed than 
she is today. It is, indeed, easy to 


argue that the whole conception of 


neutralism is based on a fallacy 
unless it goes to the lengths of 
Swiss neutrality, which for Israel, 
surrounded by hostile neighbours, 
is clearly impossible, Any. other 
form of neutrality amounts to a 
loosening of ties with the West and 
a gradual drift towards the Eastern 
block. This is the type of 
neutrality which is encouraged 
from Moscow—as may be seen by 
the report which we publish this 


week from Warsaw—and which has. 


deluded some left-wing parties. 
It would be ‘surprising if. Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann could really 


have been deceived by certain 


Russian approaches into believing 


that Israel would stand to gain — 


from. such reorientation of' her 
policy. Doubtless there are certain 
disadvantages in proclaiming a 
strong adherence to the Eisenhower 
Doctrine... But in the changed 
circumstances since the Doctrine 
was promulgated, what is it now 
worth ?. On the other hand, no 
one has given the slightest indica- 
tion of what benefits Israel would 
receive if she loosened her 
with the West. There has been no 
sign that the

FAMILY MOURNING 
One-Day Observance 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE | 


Sik,-—It seems to. be. fast becoming 
a custom among certain sections of our 
community to observe only one day 
shiva, preferably on.a Sunday follow- 


ing a family death, and to avoid, 


purposely, all other religious customs 
attached to bereavements, such as 
Alihough this’ ts directly due to the 
influence of the Reform movement, which 
1 am told directs its adherents to observe 
only one day shiva and ignore all other 
signs of mourning, this state of affairs has 
now spread among members of the more 
Orthodox synagogues, and many cases 
have reached me recently. of members of 
both the United Synagogue and the 
Federation of Synagogues ignoring what 
were once widely respected customs. 
Unless the ministry and other religious 


authorities make a firm stand, it is not 


difficult to visualise that the time is not 
very far distant when the observance of 
full mourning will be as fate as the 
observance of Sabbath and of Festiva's. 

Shemirat Shabbat and Yom Tov have 
both been sacrificed on the altars of con- 


venience and money-making, often by. 
way of the neglect due to ignorance. 
But, up ull now, even the most ignorant’ 


seemed to possess Some innate respect fo: 
the dead which prompted him to sit shiva 
for those he had loved and to say kaddish 
for a year.

The members rolled in, and when it hecame 


evident that there was really. a great demand 


it was decided—at the end of April, 1956—to 


build-a new club for ‘boys and girls. The. 


foundation-stone of the new building was laid 
in October, 1956, by Mr. Sebag-Montefiore. 


The building was completed last September.

AN article on page 19 commemo- 


rates the twenty-first anniversary of

Deputies. It is a curious sort of 
anniversary for any community to

“WOBURN HOUSE 


BUILT in 1932 to be a communal 
centre for Anglo-Jewry, Woburn 
House has for a quarter of a 
century well fulfilled this important 
function. Within its walls are at 


present housed the headquarters of 


the United Synagogue, the Board of 


Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 


ciation, the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education, — the 
Jewish Memorial Council, the 
Central British Fund, and many 
other leading communal organisa- 
tions... Here, too, is the Adolph 
Tuck Hall; in which a number of 
important communal meetings are 
regularly held. In every -respect, 
therefore, Woburn House serves as 
a full Jewish communal centre. 
Yet -its future continuance: now 
appears to-be seriously imperilled. 
The. recent removal of Jews’ 
College to its new building in 
Montagu Place has left the United 
Synagogue as the sole owner of 
Woburn House. In this situation, 
the United Synagogue has been 
exerting the utmost efforts in order 
to maintain Woburn House as the 
both of its own 
organisation and of the many other 
institutions which are its 
tenants there, so that the future of 
the communal centre may _ be 
assured, As an essential part of 
this public-spirited endeavour, the 
United Synagogue has formulated 
admirable plans for the removal to 
Woburn House from their present 
unsatisfactory surroundings of both 


the Court of the Chief Rabbi (Beth. 


Din) and the Office of the Chief 


Rabbi. These proposals will, we 


think, be warmly commended by 
the general consensus of public 
Opinion for the fine and positive 
contribution which they make to 
the practical solution of a difficult 
problem.

CAN ISRAEL BE NEUTRAL ? 


Tue discussion, which still seems 
to be generating some heat in Israel, 
as to whether the country can adopt 
a neutralist policy is more academic 
than practical. 
dealt forcefully and realistically 
with the problem during the con- 


cluding stages of the Knesset 
debate on foreign affairs on 
Monday. Israel was not prepared 


to surrender her ties with the West 
in exchange for a neutralism which 
would leave her,more exposed than 
she: is today. It is, indeed, easy to 
‘argue that the whole conception of 
neutralism jis based on a fallacy 
unless it goes to the lengths of 
Swiss neutrality, which for Israel, 
surrounded by hostile neighbours, 
is clearly impossible. Any other 
form of neutrality amounts to a 
loosening of ties with the West and 
a gradual drift towards the Eastern 
block. This is the type~ of 
neutrality which is encouraged 
from Moscow—as may be seen by 
the report which we publish this 
week from Warsaw—and which has 
deluded some left-wing parties. 
It. would be surprising if Dr. 
Nahum “Goldmann could really 


have been deceived -by certain 
Russian approaches into believing 


that Israel would stand to gain 
from such reorientation of — her 
policy. Doubtless there are certain 
disadvantages in proclaiming a 
strong adherence to the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. But in the changed 
circumstances since. the Doctrine 


was promulgated, what is it now 


worth? On-the other: hand, no 
one has given the slightest indica- 


-tion of what benefits Istael would 


receive if she loosened: her — ties 


with the West.

modify their attitude to Israel or 


that they would allow any emigra- 
tion to Israel. The Knesset. was 
right to give an emphatic endorse- 
ment of. the Government’s foreign 
policy.

For over half a century the 
Victoria Club has been in the fore- 


front of work for. Jewish youth. 
. The conditions of the era when it 


was founded are well reflected in 


its. original title of the -™ Victoria 


Working Boys’. Club.” Vast 
differences existed between — the 
social life of that Victorian Age 
and the present Welfare State. The 
chub -actually originated because 
the . communal conscience was 
aroused. by the damage caused by 
gangs of young Jewish hooligans 
in the Commercial Road area of the 
East End. A factor of. the utmost 
Significance, in the growth and 
development of the club through all 
changes and vicissitudes, has been 
the unfailing. support given by 


Polack’s House at Clifton College - 


in the provision of managers. 
While the tradition has been finely 
continued down to the present day, - 
the circumstances of the post-war 
world have necessitated very con- 
siderable adjustments and _altera- 
tions in the previous routine of club 
life. With the shifting of the 


Jewish population of the Metro- . 
polis, the same urgency no longer . 


existed for the club’s activities in 


the East End. The club showed — 


commendable enterprise in decid- 
ing to transfer its work to the 
Stamford Hill district, where the 
need for youth welfare work is 
specially apparent at the present 
time. After starting afresh in a 
new locale and in hired premises, 
the Victoria Club has now suc- 


ceeded in bringing a great number 


of members within the scope of its 
beneficent influence. Nor is it 
only in regard to its habitation that 
it has moved with the times. It 


now welcomes girls together with 


boys on terms of equality, and 
provides a whole gamut of activities 
that would never have’ won recog- 
nition or approval half a century 
ago. Perhaps the distinguishing 


feature of the new outlook is the 


many opportunities now afforded 
adolescents for creative self-expres- 
and self-discipline. The

Edwin Montagu’s Opposition to Zionism

Sirn.—-Miss Judith Montagu’s late 


father, the one-time Secretary of 


State for India, was subjected not only 
to those attacks which you say were 
“ described by THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
at the time as a challenge to the civic 
and political position” of British 
Jews. No one in fact assailed Edwin 
Montagu more vigorously than, per-_ 


haps none as fiercely as, Tue Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE itself, 


Righly or wrongly, L. J. Greenberg 
detested the man who, he held, was 
not only a bitter anti-Zionist (* most 
often of an insidious sort”) but took

Py HE defence of the commu-

In 1918 a 
Press Committee set up, which, 
after some “sea changes,” became in 
1936 the Co-ordinating Committee to 
co-ordinate all activities of this kind. 
Subsequently its name was changed 
“ Defence Committee,” a title not 
particularly popular, since it suggested 
that the community was always on the

found which gives. an indication of 
the real work of the Committee. 


The demand for such a committee 
came from many sections of the com- 
munity, who were becoming seriously 
perturbed at the increasing intensity

It acts under the 
egis of the Board and was largely 
subsidised from the Defence Fund. 
This ‘work was particularly valuable 
during the war, as it. assisted many 
shopkeepers and other business men 
in the interpretation of the large 
number of rules and regulations which 
were puzzling to even the most 
experienced industrialists as well as 
to lawyers. | 

A valuable aid to the Committee's 
activities was .the Central Lecture 
Committee, founded in 1933 by the 
B’nai B'rith and now an integral part 
of the Defence Committee at whose 
disposal it placed its services and 
speakers.

The absence 
of a law of community libel under- 
lined :the difficulties, not yet resolved, 
which the community has to face 
when vicious generalisations ‘are 
permitted. publication. 
Meanwhile the network of the. 
Committee was being gradually 
increased. In addition to the East 
End Committee and other com- 
mittees throughout . London, com- 
mittees. and correspondents were 


appointed throughout Great Britain. 


Contacts were made with many non- 
Jewish bodies, both. religious and 
secular, who were equally concerned 
with the terrible aims and cense- 
fascist 
ideology. 


New Probleme 


With the war and the enactment of 
Regulation 18B, which led to the 
internment of many hundreds of Nazi 


fascist sympathisers, there was 


diminution of the more spectacular 
aspects of the Board’s work, but the 
Committee was now faced with new 
problems: allegations of profiteering, 
of evasion of National Service, and 
of buying up property. These allega- 
tions were examined and in the 
majority of cases were found to be 
completely groundless, but there was 
an undercurrent of evil propaganda 
the whole time, as was shown by the 
terrible tragedy of the Bethnal Green 
Shelter in 1943, where within a few 
hours false allegations that jit was 
created by Jewish panic were. wide- 
spread, Both the Coroner's. inquest 


and the Government Inquiry showed 


that this wicked allegation had no 
foundation and was the deliberate 
work of fascists. stjll apparently at 
large, but it underlined the importance 
of the . Defence Committee — being 
always on the alert. 3 
With the end of the war an attempt 
was made by Sir Oswald Mosley to 
revive the fascist party...

and which works intimately with like 
organisations in the United States and 
elsewhere. The community, how- 
ever, has no right to be complacent.

_From. the time. when the Histadrut 
came into being in 1920 the question 
of labour conditions among the Arab 
workers and the need to organise them 
together with Jewish workers exercised 
the minds of the socialist leaders of 
the Yishuv. 


Today there are 7,000 fully-ficdged: 


Arab members of trade unions. The 
largest group is of 800 teachers; the 
second is of 600 to 700 Government 
employees (including manual workers); 
others are municipal ‘workers, stone~- 
cutters, workers in the building 
industry and in garages. 

-. There is considerable difficulty in 
incorporating © agricultural 
since they are largely seasonal workers 
employed by the kibbutzim as well as 
by private enterprise as hired labour. 


No Doubts. About Benefit 


Muhammed Abdul Ghani, Secretary 
of the Arab village of Taiyibah, near 
the border, has no doubts now about 
the benefits accruing to Arab workers 
through. their organisation into trade 
unions. There are, he told me, about 


-- 45,000. to 17,000 Arab workers 
about 100 villages 
he said, were, however, ready. to 


Not all of these, 


organise themselves. and to pay the 
full fees to the Histadrut, which 
amount to about 44 per cent of ‘their 
wages (which includes Kupat Cholim 
sick fund and other mutual aid funds). 

Those who have joined the trade 


unions have been able to attain the 


same working conditions as Jews in 
all organised establishments. But that 


is not the case with Arabs working for. 


private owners of farms, although 
even here the Histadrut has attempted 
to intervene. But the Arab workers 
are not yet ready to co-operate, as they 


are not willing to demand higher . 


wages from their Arab employers. 
Where Jewish and Arab orchards are 
adjoining the Jewish owners tend to 
bring the wages they pay down to the 
level of those paid by the Arab 
farmers. 


The Histadrut has established a 
special development fund for Arab. 


workers, known as “ Workers and 
Small Fellaheen Fund.” This furd 


has raised [£70,000 in I£1 shares sold. 


among. Arabs, and contributions to it 
have also. been made by the Workers’ 
Bank and the Histadrut, the Ministry 


of Agriculture and the Ministry of- 


Labeur, and the Department for 
Co-operative Societies. | 
These moneys are used by the Hista- 


drut and the Israel Labour League. 
largely .for..the. development. .of..Arab. 


villages. At the same time, a wide- 
spread network of cultural. activities 
has been organised : these include the 


distribution of films, the visits of - 


lecturers, and arrangement of tours. 
Arab books. 


‘Histadrut’s Influence 


The Histadrut has managed to 
extend its influence also to Arab 
women, and has organised for them, 
together with the Israel Labour 
League, cultural, social welfare, and 
domestic activities. It is yet too early 
to arrange joint meetings for men and 
women on any large scale but, inevit- 
ably, Arabs who participate in this 
work must come to accept a more 
enlightened outlook on the position of 
women. A symbol of this evolution 
was the last annual meeting of the 
Workers and Small Fellaheen Fund, at 
which 400 delegates were. present. 
Only ten or twelve were women, bit 
the Chairman elected was a woman 
teacher ! 


‘Much work remains to be done, 


but slowly and inexorably the gap 
between Arab and Jewish workers 
narrows and the link between them 
grows ever stronger as they recognise 


their common interests as co-citizeng

The Histadrut has. managed to 
extend its influence also to Arab 
women, aud has organised for them, 
together with the Israel 
League, cultural, social welfare, and 
domestic activities. It is yet too early 
to arrange joint meetings for men and 
women on any large scale but, inevit- 
ably, Arabs who participate in this 
work must come to accept a more 
enlightened outlook on the position of 
women. A symbol of this evolution 
was the last annual meeting of the 
Workers and Small Fellaheen Fund, at 
which 400 delegates were _ present. 
Only ten or twelve were women, but 
the Chairman elected was a woman 
teacher ! 


Much work remains to be done, - 


but slowly and inexorably the gap 
between Arab and Jewish workers

This has now changed, and since 
the war years there have not been 
any “ single-sexed” clubs formed. 
Clubs can be placed into four 
categories, each having their merits 


and their problems. 


single-sexed ” clubs 
generally fulfil their purpose 
admirably in catering for the 


separate activities of members up 
to about the age of fifteen. This 
generation of fifteen to cighteen- 
year-olds, with their 


towards social activities, 


like to be in mixed company. 
The majority of clubs in the 


Association for Jewish Youth are 


mixed, not necessarily by design, 


- but because of. limited accommo- 


These 
clubs, however, can be successful 
only where there is first-class leader- 
ship and careful programme plan- 
ning.

concluding chapter written by the

The Arabic text faithfully reflects 
the centuries-old longing of Jews 
for Zion, reveals the 
about the Arab disturbances in 
Palestine between 1936 and 1939, 
and even reproduces those parts of 
Israel Cohen’s book which place 
the responsibility for the outbreak 
of the riots squarely on the 
shoulders of Palestine Arabs. 
On 148 we. read: 
** 235,000 Palestine Jews volunteered 
to aid the British Forces in the 
Second World War, and sacrificed 
the best of their sons; indeed, they 


showed outstanding examples. of 


bravery. Shall we Arabs ever learn 
from this? ...” Or such passages 


as: “To turn a fairy tale into a 


living truth is not a miracle. It is 
the result of the enormous. effort 


of a people: of study, wisdom, and, 


above all, sacrifice.” The transla- 


‘tion even goes out of its way to 


present to the young readers such 
“It was the. Arabs 
who in 1929 began to attack the 
Jews in Jaffa and near-by colonies 
until a heavy battle between the 
two sides developed ” (page 97). 

The book ts illustrated by several 
drawings selected with atrociously

of an individual; then it slowly 
grew until it developed into a major 
cause and found its expression in 
the building of a sovereign nation, 
with its own army, and a flag which 
now flies over Palestine. . . .” 


Fulfilling A Dream 
~The. publishers of the text-book 
draw two conclusions for the Egyp- 
tian students, apparently afraid of 
whatever independent. conclusions 


the latter might draw from reading 
First, the realisation 


the material. 
of. the Zionist “dream” is not a 
heavenly miracle, but the “ work of 


men who.made up their minds to_ 


realise a dream and sacrificed them- 
selves to. this idea until they 
achieved what had seemed impos- 


sible.” Secondly: “We must know - 


that our major enemies are = the 
British and Americans; — only 
later come the Jews” (page 154). 

“Will all the young Egyptians who 
read this book in their classrooms 
necessarily accept the publisher's 


explanation that “the Jews are our 


enemies,” or will at least some of 
them ask themselves: “If the Jews 


are truly such a people, if they — 


could have made such enormous 
efforts and sacrifices, why should 
we fight them at all?” Only the 


future can answer these questions,

however, confined to this aspect of

fascism. Antisemitism was by then 
linked up with a foul ideology 
which was swéeping through 
Europe, even in countries which 
were’ based. on, or. by, 
democratic principles. 3 

In earlier days alien immigration 
and shechita were the chief subjects 
of attack.. Letters in the press fre- 
quently called for replies, usually 
written by the Secretary and Solicitor, 
Mr. C. H. L. Emanuel. In 1918 a 
Press Committee was set up, which, 
alter some “sea changes,” became in 
1936 the Co-ordinating Committee to 
co-ordinate all activities of this kind. 
Subsequently: its name was changed 
to “ Defence Committee,” a title not 
particularly popular, since it suggested 
that the community was always on the 
defence. But in spite of many sug- 


gestions no other name has yet been 


found which gives an indication of 
the real work of the Committee. 


Fascist Campaign 


The demand for such a committee - 


came from many sections of the com- 
munity, who were becoming seriously 
perturbed at the increasing intensity 
alter 1933 of the antisemitic campaign 
waged by the fascists, who were propa- 


gating theif Views on open-air plat- 


orms in the East and North-East areas 
of London in particular. This disquiet 
was increased by the alarming. flood

New Problems 
With the war and the enactment of 


Regulation 18B, which led to the 
internment of many hundreds of Nazi 


and fascist sympathisers, there was a. 


diminution of the more spectacular 
aspects of the Board’s work, but the 
Committee was now faced with new 
problems: allegations of profiteering, 
of evasion of National Service, and 
of buying up property. These allega- 
tions were examined and in the 
majority of cases were found to be 
completely groundiess, but there was 
an undercurrent of evil propaganda 
the whole time, as was shown by the 
terrible tragedy of the Bethnal Green 
Shelter in 1943, where within a few 
hours false allegations that it was 
created by Jewish panic were wide- 
spread, Both the Coroner's. inquest 
and the Government Inquiry showed 
that this wicked allegation had no 
foundation and was the deliberate 
work of fascists. still apparently at 


Jarge, but it underlined the importance 


of the - Defence Committee being 
always on the alert. 
With the end of the war an attempt 
was made by Sir Oswald Mosley to 
revive the fascist party. This time it 
was called the Union Movement, The.

This phase, although not. of long 
duration, was marked in 1947 by 
events rare in Anglo-Jewish history. 
The seriousness of the post-war 
position in Palestine and its reaction 
on British public opinion need not be 


emphasised: The unfortunate tragedy 


of. Natanya evoked antisemitic riots 
in. Manchester and Liverpool, but not 
in London. The riots were promptly 
suppressed by the authorities and those 
responsible severely punished. The 
Situation led to an increase in anti- 
semitism, of which the fascists made 
full use and which seriously impaired 
the good relations between Jew and 
Christian, a situation which was, 
however, retrieved at the creation of 


the State of Israel. 


Pockets of Viciousness 

» Today the Defence Committee main- 
tains a full organisation. Under it is 
a Metropolitan Area Committee for 
London and a Provincial Liaison 
Committee for the provinces, together 
with a full network of observer corre- 
spondents, 

The situation today demands all this. 
There are still, as evidenced by anti- 
Jewish wall slogans, notably that on 
the -Brighton Gates of Welcome, 


pockets of viciousness to be found. - 


In addition there is the League of 
Empire Loyalists, led by a man who 
was at one time Mosley’s right-hand 
man. Its journal, CaANpourR, is the 


carrier of an antisemitism the fantastic 


allegations of which would have 
earned the high..commendation...of 
Goebbels. 

But Anglo-Jewry possesses in the 
Defence Committee of the Board of 
Deputies an organisation ready to 
protect its rights and its interests as 
citizens of this country, an organisa- 
tion which is looked to by the Jewish 
communities throughout the Common- 
wealth for guidance in these matters, 
and which works intimately with like 
organisations in the United States and 
elsewhere. The community, how- 
ever, has no right to be complacent. 
The history of the world since 1933 
and the outlook today are sufficient 
to convince one that complacency is 
the last quality one should possess, _ 

Nevertheless, this most important 


work is persistently hampered by lack 


of finance. Any community which 
can recall what happened in the past 
years and has witnessed the extermina- 
tion of the greater part of European 
Jewry must always place defence in 
the forefront of its responsibilities. 
While there is no analogy between the 
mentality of the German and the 
British people, there is enough proof 
that antisemitism is far from dead.

Arab members. of trade unions. The 
Jargest group is of 800 teachers; the 


second is of 600 to 700 Government 


employees (including manual workers); 


others are municipal. workers, stone-- 
the. building. 


cutters, workers in 
industry and in garages. | 


There is. considerable: difficulty in 


incorporating agricultural workers 


since they are largely seasonal workers 


employed by thé kibbutzim as well as 


by private enterprise as hired labour. 


No Doubts About Benefit 


Muhammed Abdul Ghani, Secretary 


of the Arab village of Taiyibah, near 


the border, has no doubts now about 
the benefits accruing to Arab workers 
through their organisation into trade 
unions. There are, he told me,.about 
15,000 to 17,000 Arab workers. in 
about 100 villages Not all of these, 
he said, were, however, ready to 
organise themselves and to pay the 
full fees to the Histadrut, which 
amount to about 44 per cent of their 
‘wages (which. includes Kupat Cholim 
sick fund and other mutual aid funds). 

Those who have joined the trade 
unions have. been able to attain the 


same .working conditions as Jews in 
But that. 


_all organised establishments. 
is not the case with Arabs working for 
private owners of farms, although 
even here the Histadrut has attempted 


to intervene. . But the Arab workers — 


are not yet ready to co-operate, as they 
are not. willing. to demand higher 
wages from their Arab employers. 
Where Jewish and Arab. orchards are 
adjoining the Jewish owners tend to 
bring the wages they pay down to the 
jevel of those paid by the Arab 
farmers, | 

The .Histadrut has. established a 
special development fund for. Arab 
workers, known as “ Workers and 
Small. Fellaheen Fund.” This fund 
‘has raised [£70,000 in [£1 ‘shares sold 
among Arabs; and contributions to it 
have also been made by the Workers’ 
Bank and the Histadrut, the Ministry 
of Agriculture and the Ministry. of 
Labour, and the Department 
‘Co-operative Societies. 

These moneys are used by the Hista- 


drut and the Israel Labour League 


largely..for. the development of Arab 
villages. At the same time, a wide- 
spread network of cultural activities 
has been organised ; these include the 
distribution of films, 
lecturers, and arrangement of tours. 


Arab books. 
Histadrut’s Influence 
The Histadrut’ hag managed to 


extend its influence also to Arab 
women, and has organised for them, 
together with the Israel Labour 
League, cultural, social welfare, and 
domestic activities. Jt is yet too early 
to arrange joint meetings for mien and 
women on any large scale but, inevit- 
ably, Arabs who participate in this 
work must come to accept a more 
enlightened outlook on the position of 
women. A symbol of this evolution 


was the last annual meeting of the. 


Workers and Small Fellaheen Fund, at 


which 400 delegates were present. 


Only ten or twelve were women, but 
the Chairman elected was a woman 


teacher ! 


Much work remains to be done, 


but slowly and inexorably the gap 


between Arab and Jewish workers 
narrows afid the link between them 
grows ever stronger as they recognise 
their common interests as co-citizeng 
of one country.

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EDUCATION, BOARD'S DECISION 


Jews’ College Concern 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter iy 


Concern at the decision of the 
London Board for Jewish Religious 
Education to establish an examining 
board for certain teachers was 


expressed at a meeting of the Council | 


of Jews’ Collége on Tuesday. 

The meeting was held for the first 
time in the new building of the 
College, at 11 Montagu Place, W.1. 
Mr. :Alan A. Mocatta, O.B-E., Q.C., 
presided, 

Mr. H, Gaventa said that the 
London Board had created a panel of 
examiners when Jews’ College already 
had an examining board. This was an 
example of serious overlapping in 
communal activities. 

Mr. A, Fishman said the position 
was apparently that a number of 
teachers of the London Board who 
had been trained entirely in. yeshivot 
had complained persistently that they 
were receiving the same salaries as 
unqualified teachers. . The Board had 
_ now decided that those yeshiva-trained 


teachers who had been recommended 
by the Director of Education should 
be placed on the ‘same scale as 
Diploma “A” teachers, subject to 
completing a number of 
service, and that in case of doubt 
they should go before a panel of 
examiners of the Board. 


The Chairman said that from what — 


he had read in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
it seemed that the new. scheme aimed 
at attracting teachers from — the 
yeshivot. This seemed to be a 
dangerous move not only from the. 
point of view of the College but of 
the London Board, as the examination. 
for Diploma “A” had kept a high 
standard for teachers, 
The Chief Rabbi, who is President 
both of the College and of the London 


Board, said that while he agreed in 


principle that the case of anyone who 
has studied at a. yeshiva should be 
considered, he-now felt that such a 
person should, before being granted 
the status of Diploma “A,” show 
some knowledge of the § subjects 
required for the diploma. |

This book is the report of an inter- 
national discussion group which was 
held at Rome in 1953 and at Stras- 
bourg in 1956. The author, who is 
Professor of Government at Oxford, 
was the rapporteur at the second 
meeting. It deals in the first part with 
the historical background of Euro- 
pean unity, the political and economic 
relations, and the cultural heritage: 
and in the second part with the tasks 
in each of these fields confronting the 
Council of Europe and the many 
international bodies seeking to find 
a way of unity. The author found 
himself asking the question whether 
the notion of European culture corre- 


sponded to any reality or was merely 
slogan.

Why 1 Am Not a Christian. By 
BERTRAND RUSSELL, Allen & Unwin.

Bertrand Russell was orphaned af 
the age of four. On his twelfth birth- 


e by his grandmother in which she- 
wrote: “Thou shalt not follow a 
multitude to do evil.” Six years later, 
at Cambridge, Russell read the auto- 
biography of John Stuart Mill and 
found the question: “Who made 
God?” whereupon the young under- 
graduate _ rationalised himself into 
agnosticism which he has consistently 
and publicly avowed ever since. 

In this new collection of his papers, 
the now 85-year-old Lord. Russell, 
O.M., F.R.S., reiterates cogently, in 
that always disarmingly lucid writing, 
the futility and real harm of religion 
in general and of Christianity in parti- 
cular. His objections to Christianity 
are manifold and famous and it is, of 


| course, only for the Christian Church -

1896: “Who of us knows Hebrew 
well enough to. ask for a railway 
ticket in that language?” But he 
ignores Herzl’s official statement. on 
Hebrew in “ Hamaggld~ L'Israel” 
(Cracow, June I}, 1896), which -was 
also ‘quoted in the Hebrew translation 
of “The Jewish State” 
Hayehudim,” Warsaw, August, 1896). 
In. this. declaration Herzl. was more 
radical than the cultural Zionists, who 
were against a “ Judenstaat” but -in 
favour. of. a doubtful Spiritual 
Centre.” Herzl stated that-only one 
language, the Hebrew language, would 
be the national language of the Jewish 
State. in Palestine. Until Herzl's 
appearance Hebrew was regarded only 
as of theoretical value, but with the 
creation of the Zionist organisation 
the language emerged from . the 
schoolroom. 

On what grounds does Sir Leon 
Simon presume that Herzl had. no 
“Jewish knowledge” or appreciation 
“to build a Jewish State in which Hs 
citizens could live a fully Jewish: life 
in the traditional sense ” ? 
one assess “Jewish knowledge”? 
Herzl was no: rabbi, not even a 


_ teverend, but he certainly had Jewish 


knowledge. Perhaps Sir Leon Simon 
wishes to imply that Herzl. did not 
understand the psychology of the 
Jewish masses of that time; in.

of the Council would be entitled ‘to 
use the design.”

| Over thé Wall 


Joab, David's captain, gave earnest 


attention to the problem. He set up 
a tall evpress tree near the wall, bent 
it downward, and, standing on David's 
head, he.grasped the very tip of. the 
tree. When the tree bounded back, 
Joab sat high above the wall and 
could jump down upon it. Once he 
was in the city he started at once to 
destroy the monuments and took 
‘possession of Jerusalem, — 

As for David..a miracle had hap- 
pened. The wall had lowered itself 
before him..so that he could walk 
into. the city without any difficulty. 
But the king did not wish to use 
forcible means. He generously offered 


the Jebusites 600 shekels, that js, 50 


shekels for each tribe .of Israel. The 
Jebusites willingly accepted the money 
and gave a bill of sale. 

Jerusalem wag now. in the hands of 
the Israelites, but they had to pre- 


pare for war. with the Philistines. 
‘Here David gave proof of his heroic 


- courage and his great trust in God. 


We have proof of his courage in the 
battle that took place in the Valley 
of the Giants. God had commanded 
David not to attack the post of the 
Philistines untit he heard “ the sound 
of marching in the tops of the 
mulberry trees.” The enemy drew 
nearer abd nearer until there was Only 
a short space between the armies. The 


 Israclites wanted to throw themselves 


against the Philistines, but David kept 
reminding ther: “God forbade me 


to attack the Philistines before the 


tops of the trees begin to move. Let 
us put our trust in God.” As he 
finished speaking, the tops of the trees 
rustled, and the Israelites fell on the 
Philistines and won the battle. 


A Giant 


David had many: other campaigns, 


- put the most notable is his war with 


Shobach the Arameéan, whom he con- 


_quered in spite of his gigantic size 


and strength. Shobach was very tall, 
and one look at him was enough to 
strike terror to the heart of. the 
beholder. - Now Shobach | thought 
David would treat the Syrians gently 
on account of the monument which 
still existed, erected by Jacob and 
Laban. This monument was to be 
found on the frontier between Israel 
and Aram, but Davjd destroyed. the 
monument. You must not think that 


David just. ruthless and regard- 


less of the coVenant made by Jacob. 
Indeed, he was as just as he was bold. 
Before he had set out for the war 
with the Arameans he had asked the 
Sanhedrin to look carefully into the 
claim of the enemy, But the San- 
hedrin declared that the Arameans 
had forfeited all claims for considerate 
treatment because they had twice 
attacked and made war on the 
Israelites. 

it should be noted that David's 
achievements in war did not move 
him’ from his pious ways. 
leisure time his royal duties afforded 
him he spent in study and prayer. 


_ His sleep was short and at midnight 


when the strings of his harp moved 
with the wind he would arise at once 
and start the study of the Torah or 
the composition of the Psalms.

As for David, a miracle had hap- 
pened.

David not to attack the post of the 


Philistines until he heard “ the sound 
of marching in the tops of the 
mulberry trees.” The enemy drew 
nearer and nearer until there was only 


a short space between the armies, The 


Israelites wanted to throw themselves 
against the Philistines, but David kept 
reminding them: “God forbade me 


us put our trust in God.” As he 
finished speaking, the tops of the trees 


rustled, and the Israelites fell on the 


Philistines and won the battle.

David had many. other campaigns, 


but the most notable is his war with 


Shobach the Aramean, whom he con- 
' quered in spite of his gigantic size 


and strength. Shobach was very tall, 


and éne look at him was enough to- 


strike terror to the heart of the 
beholder. Now Shobach thought 


David would treat the Syrians gently 
on account of the monument which 


still existed, erected by Jacob and 
This monument was. to be 
found on the frontier between Israel 
and Aram, but David destroyed the 
monument, You must not think that 
David’ was just ruthless and regard- 
less of the covenant made by. Jacob. 


Indeed, he was as just as he was bold. 


Before he had set out: for the war 


with the Arameans he had asked the. 
Sanhedrin to look carefully into the 


claim of the enemy, But the San- 
hedrin. declared that the _Arameans 
had forfeited all claims for considerate 
treatment because they ‘had twice 
attacked and made war on” the 
It should be noted that David's 
achievements in. war did: not. move 
him from his pious ways. Whatever 
leisure time his royal duties afforded 
hun he apent in study and prayer. 
His sleep was short and at midnight 
when the strings of his harp moved 
with the wind he would arise at once 
and start the study of the Torah or 
the composition of the Psalms.

OUTLOOK FOR 
RELIGION | 
Views at Bnai B’ rith 
Symposium 


~ By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The outlook for religion, according 
to the three speakers at a B'nai B'rith 
symposium, on this subject, is favour- 
able. But the speakers—the Rev. 


_A. S. Hopkirison, Rabbi Kopul Rosen, 


and Dr. George Webber—-came to 
their conclusions on different grounds. 
The symposium was held at 33 Sey- 
mour Place, on Monday, with Mr. 
Hugh Harris, President of the First 
Lodge of England, in the chair. 


Mr. Hopkinson pointed out that the 


adulation of the false gods of literacy, 
democracy, and prosperity at the 
expense of the true God had not 
resulted in happiness. There was, he 
thought, a very. definite role for 
religion to play in the contemporary 
scene. At the present time, when the 
majority of people blindly accepted 
the values presented to them by the 
mass media, the religious person should 
form a Maquis-type resistance move- 
ment, which would question — the 


accepted values and be dubious of 


mass movements. 

More universal interest in religion 
coupled. with a_ recognition of its 
existence, if not of its truth, was taken 
by Dr. George Webber as an 
optimistic ‘sign for the religious out- 
look of Anglo-Jewry. He pointed out

‘was injured, hobbled into the House with his left foot bandaged and

By 63 votes to 12 the Knesset adopted a resolution “ to take note ” 


of the Premier's and Foreign Secre- 
tarys statements of policy—which 
was, in fact, a vote of confidence in 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. A General Zionist 
“motion that the statements should be 
_ passed on for discussion by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee was 
rejected. When Cherut moved a 
motion demanding a formal alliance 
with France, Mr. Ben-Gurion inter- 
vened, stating that in the interests of 
the State no vote should be taken on 
this issue, By 58 votes to six it was 
decided to delete the motion from the 
agenda. A Communist motion calling 
on Israel to. withdraw from. the 
Eisenhower Doctrine and to declare 
her neutrality in the East-West con- 
flict. was overwhelmingly defeated, 
only four Members, Communists, 
voting for it.
